PMC's  Internship 
Program  was  developed 
with  an  inclusive  and 
collaborative  leadership 
approach  to  experiential  learning.

Julie  Ginn-Komack's  education  and  work 
experience  have  given  her  a broad  back- 
ground in  counseling  and  guiding  others 
toward  achieving  their  academic  and 
personal  goals.  She  has  worked  in  urban 
environments  for  the  past  eight  years  in 
roles  such  as  high  school  English  teacher, 
minority  transfer  counselor,  college  prepara- 
tory director,  life  skills  teacher,  and  student 
success  programs  director.  She  has  worked 
primarily  with  prospective  first  generation 
college  students,  helping  them  deal  with  the 
realities  and  challenges  of  career  planning 
and  building. 


Last  fall,  students  were  fortunate  to 
participate  in  a well-structured,  fun, 
and  exciting  Internship  Program. 
Students  of  varied  majors  and  disci- 
plines got  the  opportunity  to  challenge 
themselves,  learn  new  skills  and  abili- 
ties, and  enhance  and  build  on  already 
existing  ones  in  areas  of  their  interest. 
Students  participated  in  internships 
at  79  sites,  ranging  from  the  state’s 
attorney  general’s  office  to  hotels  and 
hospitals.  (See  page  5 for  list  of  partici- 
pating sites.) 

PMC’s  Internship  Program  was  devel- 
oped with  an  inclusive  and  collaborative 
leadership  approach  to  experiential 
learning.  Students,  faculty,  and  site 
supervisors  work  hand  in  hand  to  pro- 
mote and  encourage  student  growth. 
Students  start  the  program  by  setting 
attainable  goals  and  communicating 
them  with  their  faculty  sponsor  and 
site  supervisor.  Midway  through  the 
12-week  program  they  evaluate  their 
progress  with  regard  to  the  goals  they 
had  set  and  the  individual  attention 
they  have  received  from  faculty  and  site 
supervisors. 

The  learning  that  takes  place  through- 
out the  Internship  Program  benefits 
not  only  the  student,  but  also  all  the 
parties  involved.  In  addition,  students 
interact  with  faculty  sponsors  and  fel- 
low students  in  an  in-class  seminar 
that  focuses  on  career-related  topics. 
Workshops  emanating  from  the  Career 
Services  Office  enhance  this  process. 


for  example,  sessions  on  topics  such  as 
resumes  and  cover  letters,  and  working 
with  supervisors. 

At  the  end  of  their  internships  stu- 
dents submit  a summary  report  of  their 
experiences  and  discuss  whether  or  not 
they  would  recommend  their  site  to 
an  upcoming  senior.  The  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  students  this  academic 
year — 95  percent! — recommended  their 
site. 

To  celebrate  the  internship  experi- 
ence, students,  site  supervisors,  and 
faculty  sponsors  gathered  at  a special 
reception  in  the  Moncrief  Room  in  the 
Ferry  Building  at  the  end  of  the  semes- 
ter. President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  and 
Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Chester  recog- 
nized and  thanked  the  site  supervisors 
for  their  help  and  commitment  to  the 
students  and  the  program.  They  also 
announced  the  formation  of  a Student 
Career  Advocacy  Council  (SCAC),  where 
site  supervisors,  students,  faculty,  and 
staff  will  collaborate  in  structured 
and  inclusive  ways  to  offer  additional 
career-related  support  services  for  PMC 
students,  such  as  guest  speakers,  job 
shadow  days,  and  networking  events. 

Site  supervisors  filled  out  evaluation/ 
interest  sheets  while  at  the  reception, 
with  100  percent  of  them  indicating  a 
desire  to  have  another  PMC  intern  in 
the  fall  of  2005.  Moreover,  80  percent 
expressed  interest  in  hiring  their  stu- 
dent intern  full-time,  and  75  percent 
signed  up  to  participate  in  the  SCAC. 
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■ Ananda  Mitchell,  a Communication 
major,  interned  at  Boston  Casting.  She 
helped  cast  television  commercials 
and  two  reality  shows,  including  The 
Biggest  Loser.  Moreover,  she  reported, 
she  learned  the  importance  of  treating 
people  with  respect  and  dignity  in  the 
workplace.  “I  would  highly  recommend 
this  internship  to  people  interested  in 
acting." 


■ Bethany  Silvia  (above  right  with  site 
supervisor  Katherine  Ahern),  a Business 
major  interested  in  running  her  own  gal- 
lery and/or  studio,  interned  at  Birch  and 
Willow,  an  art  studio  in  South  Boston 
specializing  in  handcrafted  lighting 
fixtures.  Silvia  reported  that  she  gained 
great  experience  and  had  fun  doing 
it.  “It  was  an  environment  that  makes 
artistic  energy  thrive... any  art  student 
would  love  it,”  she  commented.  “1  only 
hope  that  another  student  would  have 
the  same  great  experience  that  1 did.”

In  the  first  of  a series  of  coordinated  receptions,  PMC  wel- 
comed more  than  60  of  the  Boston  area’s  most  prominent 
women  leaders  at  a reception  in  the  Founder’s  Room  on 
February  17  to  introduce  them  to  the  College  and  inform 
them  about  the  College’s  mission  and  successes  over  the  past 
decade. 

The  event  was  hosted  by  a special  committee  of  23  repre- 
sentatives of  government,  media,  the  corporate  sector,  bank- 
ing and  finance,  nonprofits,  and  educational  institutions.  See 
accompanying  invitation. 

Faculty  members  and  students  greeted  guests  and  intro- 
duced them  to  various  aspects  of  PMC,  including  the  Internship 
Program,  community  outreach  program,  the  new  biotechnol- 
ogy and  nursing  programs,  and  various  collaborative  efforts 
of  the  College.  Guests  got  further  information  and  talked  in 
depth  with  both  faculty  and  students  at  booths  and  tables. 

Carol  Fulp,  vice  president  of  Community  Relations  for  John 
Hancock  Financial  Services  and  member  of  the  host  commit- 
tee, welcomed  the  guests.  “Pine  Manor  College  is  one  of  the 
best  kept  secrets  in  Boston,”  she  said,  “and  the  time  has  come 
for  the  community  to  realize  the  treasure  that  we  have.  It  is 
doing  important  work,  and  its  story  deserves  to  be  heard.” 
“That’s  why  we  asked  you  here  this  evening,”  Fulp  con- 
cluded. “Pine  Manor  College  needs  our  help  to  get  the  word 
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out.  Take  some  time  to  look  around.  Get  the  measure  of  the 
place,  and  help  celebrate  the  accomplishments  of  this  learning 
community.” 

President  Nemerowicz  then  discussed  a UCLA  study  with 
nationally  normed  longitudinal  data  about  student  develop- 
ment from  first  year  through  senior  year.  “The  data  showed 
that  our  students  arrive  here  with  significantly  less  confidence 
in  their  social  and  intellectual  abilities  and  less  sense  of  their 
own  ability  to  make  positive  change  in  the  world,  but  by  the 
time  they  graduate  their  scores  are  higher  in  these  dimensions 
than  women  graduating  from  all  other  academic  institutions,” 
President  Nemerowicz  pointed  out. 

“We  have  always  maintained  that  a Pine  Manor  education 
is  truly  transformational — now  we  have  the  empirical  data  to 
back  up  our  claim.” 

At  the  conclusion  of  her  remarks  President  Nemerowicz 
asked  the  students  to  come  forward,  introduce  themselves, 
and  talk  about  their  Pine  Manor  experiences.  Senior  Paige 
Clark  of  Mattapan,  Mass.,  a dual  Social  and  Political  Systems 
and  English  major,  encapsulated  the  message  and  brought  the 
house  down  when  she  said,  “1  came  to  Pine  Manor  College  as 
a girl,  and  I’m  leaving  as  a woman.” 

Vicki  Donlan  ’71,  publisher  of  Boston  Women’s  Business 
Journal,  concluded  the  formal  portion  of  the  evening  by  saying 


how  proud  she  was  of  her  alma  mater  and 
called  on  those  present  to  spread  the  word 
about  the  College,  to  serve  as  volunteers  and 
mentors,  and  to  provide  opportunities  for  Pine 
Manor  interns  and  graduates. 

Guests  were  then  invited  to  view  the  exhibit 
of  works  by  L’Merchie  Frazier  in  the  Hess 
Gallery — catalogued,  curated,  and  hung  by 
PMC  students — and  to  meet  both  the  artist  and 
the  students  involved.  Frazier  is  the  Director 
of  Education  at  the  Museum  of  Afro-American 
History  in  Boston.  Her  work  is  represented 
at  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  the  American 
Craft  Museum  in  New  York,  the  University  of 
Vermont,  and  in  private  collections.

New  President  of  NYC's 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art 


Emily  Kernan  Rafferty  ’69  was 
named  the  first  woman  presi- 
dent of  New  York’s  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art  by  the  board  of  directors 
in  mid-September.  She  will  report  direct- 
ly to  Philippe  de  Montebello,  the  muse- 
um’s director  and  chief  operating  officer. 
The  Metropolitan  is  the  nation’s  largest 
museum,  with  more  than  2 million  expo- 
nents in  its  vast  collections,  and  it  hosts 
some  5 million  annual  visitors. 

In  commenting  on  her  new  posi- 
tion, Rafferty  said,  “I  am  truly  honored 
to  have  the  opportunity  to  serve  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  as  its  next  presi- 
dent and  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  board 
and  the  director  for  their  confidence  in 
me.  In  my  mind  and  heart — more  than 
ever — the  health  and  vitality  of  the  Met 
is  crucial  to  the  education  and  enlighten- 
ment of  visitors  from  the  city,  the  nation, 
and  the  world.” 

Reflecting  on  her  time  at  PMC, 
Rafferty  said,  “It  was  at  Pine  Manor  that 
I first  took  seriously  my  studies  and 
intellectual  growth.  Miss  Pierce’s  course 
on  World  Religions  awakened  my  mind 
to  new  ways  of  thinking  and  helped  to 
shape  my  global  view  of  the  world.  It 
was  the  beginning  of  my  love  and  under- 
standing of  diverse  cultures  and  their 
tangible  expressions  through  all  artistic 
forms.  My  life  at  the  Met  has  expanded 
this  knowledge  immeasurably.  Certainly 
Pine  Manor  fostered  many  friendships 
for  me,  a number  of  which  continue  to 
enrich  my  life  today.” 

Rafferty  has  worked  for  the  Met  for 
28  years,  beginning  her  distinguished 


career  there  as  a fundraising  administra- 
tor in  1976,  and  spending  five  years  on 
corporate,  foundation,  and  individual 
fundraising.  In  1981,  she  became  the 
manager  of  development,  and  from  1984 
to  1996,  she  served  as  the  vice  president 
for  development  and  membership.  Since 


1999,  she  has  been  the  Met’s  senior 
vice  president  for  external  affairs,  with 
responsibility  for  the  areas  of  develop- 
ment, visitor  services,  admissions,  and 
special  events.  She  also  led  the  efforts  to 
create  and  manage  the  museum’s  Web 


site,  as  well  as  its  multicultural  audience 
and  membership  initiative. 

During  her  20  years  in  charge  of  the 
Metropolitan’s  vast  national  and  interna- 
tional fundraising  operations,  she  helped 
raise  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  and 
boosted  the  Met’s  individual,  family,  and 


corporate  memberships  from  98,000 
to  nearly  120,000.  She  also  introduced 
“holiday  Mondays,”  a program  that 
opened  the  museum  on  federal  holidays 
for  the  first  time  in  more  than  50  years,

Women  and 
the  Boston 
City  Council, 

1 920-2004

Kristen  Petersen  joined  the  PMC  faculty 
as  assistant  professor  of  history  in  2003. 
Last  summer,  she  was  the  Polly  Logan 
Scholar  at  UMass/Boston’s  Center  for  the 
Study  of  Women  in  Politics  and  Public 
Policy.  Her  research  project,  “As  Tough  as  It 
Gets:  Women  and  the  Boston  City  Council, 
1920-2004”  explores  the  history  of  women 
who  have  run  for  and  been  elected  to  the 
Boston  City  Council.  The  research  builds  on 
oral  histories  conducted  by  UMass  graduate 
student  Karla  Armenoff  and  is  co-authored 
with  Center  director,  Carol  Hardy-Fanta. 
The  paper  will  be  published  as  a research 
report  by  the  Center  in  2005,  and  Petersen 
will  present  her  findings  at  a public  forum 
at  UMass/Boston  in  March  2005. 


When  Mildred  M.  Gleason  Harris 
won  a seat  on  the  Boston  City 
Council  as  a representative 
from  Roxbury  in  1937,  she  broke  a barrier 
for  women  in  municipal  politics.  Despite 
passage  of  suffrage  in  1920,  and  despite 
women’s  participation  in  local  politics 
for  decades  prior 
to  that,  the  city’s 
ruling  body  was 
an  elusive  goal. 

With  her  election, 
women  finally 
achieved  access  to 
city  governance. 

Harris’s  election 
mirrored  the  entry 
of  women  into 
municipal  politics 
nationwide;  however,  in  Boston  as  in 
most  U.S.  cities,  very  few  women  were 
subsequently  elected  to  city  offices. 
The  barriers  held  firm.  Since  1921, 
83  women  have  run  for  Boston’s  City 
Council,  but  only  9 women  have  been 
elected,  and  to  date,  no  women  of  color. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters,  which 
grew  out  of  suffrage  organizations 
after  1920,  actively  recruited  women 
candidates.  While  its  original  motiva- 
tion was  to  break  Irish-dominated  ward 
politics  from  its  control  of  the  Council, 
Bostonians  were  not  inclined  to  elect 
women — old  Boston  stock  or  Irish 
Catholic.  It  was  not  until  the  1960s  that 
women  earned  a sustained  presence  on 
the  Council,  producing  some  of  the  most 
colorful  and  influential  figures  in  the  his- 
tory of  Boston  politics. 


In  the  1960s  and  1970s,  successful 
candidates  Katherine  “Kitty”  Craven  and 
Louise  Day  Hicks  tossed  their  hats  in  the 
ring  in  order  to  fight  for  issues  that  threat- 
ened their  communities:  urban  renewal 
and  school  desegregation,  respectively. 
The  heyday  for  women  in  Boston  city 
politics  came  in  the  mid-1990s  when 
women  held  4 of  the  13  City  Council 
seats.  Between  1993  and  1997,  Maura 
Hennigan,  Maureen  Feeney,  Peggy  Davis- 
Mullen,  and  Diane  Modica  constituted 
a critical  mass,  and  with  the  support  of 
City  Council  president  Jim  Kelly,  they 
rose  to  positions  of  power  on  commit- 
tees and  became  a 
galvanizing  force 
for  women  in  posi- 
tions of  leadership 
in  other  govern- 
ment offices  and 
from  the  business 
community. 

In  1997, though, 
individual  politi- 
cal ambitions  and 
the  realities  of  Boston’s  political  culture 
began  to  erode  the  alliance.  Since  then, 
only  two  women  have  retained  seats  on 
the  council:  Maureen  Feeney,  who  Joined 
the  Council  in  1993,  and  2005  mayoral 
candidate  Maura  Hennigan,  who  has  the 
longest  tenure  of  any  current  councilor. 
Today  there  are  a number  of  opportuni- 
ties for  women  to  become  involved  in 
local  politics,  but  few  consider  running 
for  office. 


Maureen  Feeney 
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Ombudsperson  Helps  Students 
Manage  Money  and  Stay  in  School 


Last  September  2004,  the  position 
of  Student  Financial  Resources 
Ombudsperson  was  established- 
an  innovative  office  that  focuses  on 
personal  outreach  to  PMC  students  and 
their  families  who  are  struggling  with 
college  expenses  and  shrinking  family 
budgets.  The  action  was  taken  because 
a significant  percentage  of  PMC’s  cur- 
rent students  are  low-income,  first  gen- 
eration college  students  with  little  or  no 
past  experience  in  juggling  finances  to 
meet  school  expenses. 

In  creating  the  position  President 
Nemerowicz  said,  “By  introducing  this 
unique  outreach  program  we  hope  not 
only  to  help  the  parents  of  our  students 
who  are  struggling  to  meet  tuition  pay- 
ments, but  also  to  help  our  students 
become  wise  money  managers  and  to 
acquire  skills  that  will  be  important  to 
them  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.” 

Sophia  Henderson  (formerly  the 
College  Bursar),  who  was  appointed  to 
the  position,  sees  herself  “as  a resource 
to  help  our  students  with  the  process  of 
investing  in  their  own  education  and  to 
enable  them  to  develop  good  financial 
management  skills.  My  primary  objec- 
tive is  to  assist  students  and  parents 
as  they  try  to  navigate  the  world  of 
personal  finance,  financial  aid,  and  debt 
management.” 

To  do  this,  Henderson  works  with 
both  students  and  parents  on  a case-by- 
case  basis.  She  helps  them  identify  and 
understand  sources  of  potential  finan- 
cial aid  and  works  with  them  to  com- 
plete the  application  process  in  a timely 
fashion,  meeting  all  the  deadlines.  She 
interprets  financial  aid  award  letters 
for  them,  helps  review  tuition  bills,  and 
explores  borrowing  and  other  alterna- 
tives, making  sure  that  they  understand 
the  implications  of  their  actions  on  their

future  credit.  She  also  works  with  them 
to  ensure  that  all  their  bills  are  paid  on 
time  and  that  there  are  no  problems 
with  banks,  other  lending  institutions, 
or  the  Bursar’s  Office. 

As  part  of  her  outreach,  Henderson 
provides  workshops  for  parents  and  stu- 
dents, such  as  the  fall  2004  programs: 
Parents’  Financial  Workshop,  Debt 
Management  Workshop,  and  Student 
Loan  Consolidation  Workshop.  A num- 


ber of  local  banks  have  agreed  to  meet 
with  students  to  discuss  loans,  savings 
accounts,  checking  accounts,  and  credit 
cards. 

By  taking  this  step,  PMC  is  helping 
students  manage  their  money  better, 
therefore  reducing  the  need  for  leaves 
of  absence  or  withdrawal  because  of 
funding  problems.  Many  students  have 
been  able  to  stay  at  PMC  as  a result  of 
this  program.

Profile  of 


women  enrolled  in  the  Class  of  2008  last  September, 
with  90  percent  of  them  residing  on  campus  com- 
pared with  82  percent  a year  ago.  Total  College  enrollment 
stands  at  472,  with  an  FTE  of  508  (the  same  FTE  as  fall  ’03). 

The  1 1 9 new  students  come  from  1 8 states:  Alabama,  Alaska, 
California,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Illinois,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  Montana,  New  Flampshire,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Texas,  and  Vermont. 
Ten  members  of  the  class  are  from  eight  foreign  countries 
(Canada,  England,  Ethiopia,  Japan,  Nigeria,  South  Korea, 
Taiwan,  and  Turkey),  despite  new  post-9/1 1 restrictions  placed 
on  international  students.  Twenty-two  students  (15  domestic 
and  7 international)  transferred  from  Boston  University,  Curry 
College,  Fisher  College,  Framingham  State  College,  Flofstra 
University,  Northeastern  University,  Peace  College,  Salve 
Regina  University,  and  the  University  of  Tampa. 

The  Class  of ’08  continues  to  reflect  the  diversity  that  war- 
ranted PMC’s  rating  by  U.S.  News  & World  Report  as  number 
one  in  the  country  for  campus  diversity  among  all  BA  liberal 
arts  colleges:  58  students  classified  themselves  as  black,  38  as 
white,  14  as  Flaitian,  12  as  Flispanic/Latina,  10  as  international, 
8 as  Asian-American,  8 as  Cape  Verdean,  6 as  Puerto  Rican,  and 
18  as  “other.” 

Preferences  for  major  programs  of  study  included: 
Psychology  (20);  Business  Administration  ( 1 5);  Nursing  ( 1 0);  Pre- 
Med/Allied  Health  (10);  Communication  (9);  Special  Programs/ 


Self-Designation  (7);  Criminal  Justice  (6);  Biology  (6);  Creative 
Writing  (6);  Social  and  Political  Systems  (6);  Early  Childhood 
Education  (5);  Elementary  Education  (5);  undecided  (32). 

Twenty-three  students  won  academic  scholarships,  includ- 
ing four  presidential  scholarships,  seven  faculty  scholarships, 
three  distinguished  scholarships,  and  twelve  leadership  schol- 
arships (three  students  received  more  than  one  scholarship). 

Student  accomplishments  included:  participation  in  a forum 
of  students  from  Japan,  Hong  Kong,  Germany,  and  Switzerland; 
helping  to  build  a library  in  a rural  Alabama  town;  performing 
in  a sold-OLit  performance  of  a self-written,  self-produced  play; 
member  of  the  Scottish  National  Basketball  Team;  martial  arts 
instructor;  and  writer  for  Teen  Voices  magazine. 

Awards  received  included:  the  Scholastic  Silver  Key  Award 
for  Writing,  the  2004  Youth  Impact  Award,  the  National  Black 
College  Alliance  Award,  the  Honorary  Alabama  Public  Service 
Commissioner  Award,  the  Partners  Healthcare  Leadership 
Award,  the  Young  Talented  Performer’s  Award,  and  the  Brooks 
Pharmacy  Community  Service  Award.  One  student  is  a Gates 
Millennium  Scholar,  one  student  won  the  Presidential  Freedom 
Scholarship  from  the  Corporation  for  National  and  Community 
Service,  and  one  student  was  the  winner  of  the  Bangor  Daily 
Cartoon  Competition  Award. 

Eighty  percent  of  the  new  students  visited  the  campus  prior 
to  enrollment,  and  19  percent  have  alumnae  connections.

PMC's  Innovative  Educational  Initiatives 
Attract  Regional  Interest

Recent  invitations  to  PMC  administrators  and  faculty  by  various  professional  educational  organiza- 
tions to  make  presentations  at  local  conferences  and  meetings  and  to  share  aspects  of  PMC's  educa- 
tional philosophy  and  initiatives  testify  to  the  increasing  external  recognition  of  the  College’s  innovative 
programs. 

Last  June,  Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Lane  Chester,  William  Boffi,  Associate  Dean  of  Student  Life,  and 
William  Stargard,  Associate  Professor  of  Art  History,  presented  at  the  Middlesex  Carnegie  Summer 
Institute,  describing  the  PMC  Portfolio  Program.  Of  particular  interest  to  the  audience  was  how  the 
program  relies  on  the  close  collaboration  of  faculty  and  Student  Life  staff  members  to  facilitate  each 
student’s  ability  to  recognize  and  document  her  learning. 

In  December,  the  same  team,  with  the  addition  of  Dean  of  Student  Life  Denise  Alleyne  presented 
at  a conference  co-sponsored  by  Bentley  College,  the  New  England  Educational  Assessment  Network 
(NEEAN),  and  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASCj.  This  presentation  focused 
on  the  forms  of  assessment  used  at  PMC  to  measure  student  satisfaction  and  learning,  and  how  results 
from  recent  assessments  were  used  to  reconsider  the  nature  and  effectiveness  of  our  first-year  seminars, 
particularly  with  regard  to  helping  students  make  a successful  transition  to  PMC’s  highly  diverse  com- 
munity. Poliowing  are  some  highlights  from  these  presentations. 


the  PMC  student  body  has 
become  increasingly  diverse, 
faculty  and  administrators 
alike  have  been  well  aware  that  diversity 
brings  with  it  remarkable  opportunities 
for,  and  challenges  to,  learning.  We 
have  long  been  committed  to  a variety 
of  methods  of  assessment  and  have 
used  their  results  to  monitor  how  effec- 
tive we  have  been  in  facilitating  student 
learning  and  development  in  the  con- 
text of  our  diverse  environment. 

Some  recent  data  have  power- 
fully demonstrated  that  PMC  students 
developed  in  ways  that  were  consis- 
tent with  the  College’s  mission  and 
values.  According  to  a national  longi- 
tudinal study  sponsored  by  the  Higher 
Education  Research  Institute  at  the 
University  of  California,  our  seniors  are 
substantially  more  likely  than  women 
seniors  at  other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties to  demonstrate  increases  in  their 
intellectual  self-esteem  and  social  confi- 
dence; their  interest  in  promoting  racial 
understanding  and  becoming  leaders  in 
their  communities;  and  their  endorse- 
ment of  the  belief  that  individuals  can 


be  effective  in  bringing  about  social 
change.  (See  page  13.) 

On  the  other  hand,  data  in  the 
National  Survey  of  Student  Engagement 
indicated  relatively  low  scores  among 
our  first-year  students  with  regard  to 
feeling  that  fellow  students  were  sup- 
portive, friendly,  and  welcoming.  These 
findings  were  reinforced  by  anecdotal 
comments  from  faculty  and  Student 


Life  staff  that  first-year  students  were 
not  engaging  with  each  other  as  com- 
fortably as  we  had  expected,  feedback 
from  first-year  seminar  evaluations 
also  suggested  that  these  transition 
seminars  were  not  highly  endorsed  by 
students  as  a vehicle  for  helping  them 
become  more  comfortably  engaged  in 
the  broader  community. 

These  findings  led  us  to  establish 
communitywide  discussions  and  a task 
force  to  redesign  the  first-year  seminars. 
To  get  a better  understanding  of  student 


perceptions  of  their  experience  as  new 
college  students,  we  formed  Campus 
Action  Through  Organizations  (CATO), 
a committee  whose  initial  meeting  was 
attended  by  26  students  representing 
almost  every  student  organization.  Its 
agenda  had  one  item;  sharing  student 
perceptions  of  the  community. 

We  sought  a deeper  understanding 
of  students’  views  by  using  a cross-sec- 
tion of  College  Composition  classes  as 
focus  groups.  Ultimately,  the  task  force 
agreed  on  two  fundamental  changes  to 
the  structure  of  the  first-year  seminar 
course:  1)  make  it  experiential;  and  2) 
make  each  section  theme  based. 

The  experiential  piece  is  most 
directly  connected  to  diversity.  Relevant 
research  and  our  own  experiences 
at  PMC  support  the  idea  that  having 
diverse  students  work  on  a common 
project  is  the  best  way  to  erode  barri- 
ers that  may  exist  among  them  based 
on  their  perceived  differences.  It  helps 
them  to  focus  on  how  they  can  work 
together,  taking  advantage  of  their  dif- 


ferences rather  than  experiencing  the 
differences  as  roadblocks. 

At  tbe  same  time,  data  on  successful 
first-year  seminars  suggest  that  theme- 
based  seminars  are  more  effective  than 
those  simply  based  on  “how  to  make 
a successful  transition  to  college,” 
because  of  topics  that  are  more 
interesting  and  engaging  to  students 
and  seminar  leaders.  To  this  end,  teams 
of  faculty  and  Student  Life  staff  devel- 
oped topics  and  projects  that  were  a 
good  fit  with  the  team  leaders’  interests

seminar  topics  and  projects  included 
the  following: 

• Exploring  Boston  (Project:  Creation 
of  Guide  and  Suggestions  for 
Incoming  Students) 

• Women  and  Community  Leadership 
(Project:  Planning  of  Leadership 
Conference  for  Whole  Community 
in  Spring) 

• Education  Experiences  Across 
Cultures  and  Communities  (Project: 
Mentoring  Program  with  Dearborn 
Middle  School  Students) 

• Social  Action,  Social  Change  (Project: 
Creation  of  a Video  for  Incoming 
Students  on  How  to  Be  Successful 

at  PMC) 

• Concepts  of  Home  (Project: 
Community  Service  Activities  with 
Homeless  Elders  Project) 

• Art  as  An  Expression  of  Individual 
and  Community  Identity  (Project: 
Creation  of  a Mural) 

These  seminars  have  now  been  imple- 
mented, with  reassessment  of  their 
effectiveness  scheduled  for  spring  2005, 
particularly  with  regard  to  three  major 
objectives: 

• Helping  students  make  a successful 
transition  to  college 

• Helping  students  feel  comfortably  at 
home  in  and  engaged  with  the  PMC 
community 

• Introducing  students  to  the  concepts 
and  values  associated  with  Inclusive 
Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility 


UCLA  STUDY: 

PMC  Students  Experience  Transformative  Growth 

This  national  study  shows  that  significant,  positive  changes  occur  over  the  four 
years  that  students  attend  PMC — changes  that  are  substantially  greater  than 
those  occurring  in  women  who  attend  other  colleges  across  the  country. 


According  to  the  results  of  on  ongoing  UCLA  study, 
PMC  graduates  demonstrate  greater  increases 
in  intellectual  and  social  self-confidence;  greater 
commitment  to  promoting  racial  understanding, 
participating  in  community  action  programs  and 
becoming  leaders  in  their  communities;  as  well  as  a 
stronger  belief  that  individuals  can  help  bring  about 
sociol  change  than  female  graduates  at  other  colleges 
nationally.  They  also  show  significant,  positive  change 
when  comparing  their  responses  with  those  thot  they 
made  as  first-year  students. 

Commenting  on  the  findings.  President  Nemerowicz 
said,  "For  a number  of  years  the  College  has  been 
tracking  the  development  of  our  students  by  com- 
pering their  response  as  first-year  students  and  as 
seniors.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  it  is  clear  that 
our  graduates  have  been  positively  affected  by  their 
experience  at  the  College  in  ways  that  are  consistent 
with  the  mission  and  values  of  Pine  Manor  College." 


This  national  survey  of  college  students,  spon- 
sored by  the  American  Council  on  Education  and  the 
Higher  Education  Research  Institute  (HERI)  at  UCLA, 
is  designed  to  better  understand  the  impact  of  the 
college  experience  on  student  learning.  Data  have 
been  collected  since  1965  from  more  than  10  million 
students  at  over  1,700  colleges  and  universities.  PMC 
has  porticipated  in  this  effort  for  over  two  decades. 

PMC  first  year  students  complete  o survey 
designed  by  HERI  when  they  first  arrive  at  the  College 
and  again  during  their  senior  year.  Questions  for  the 
first  year  students  focus  on  previous  experiences  with 
learning,  their  confidence  about  their  abilities,  their 
intended  areas  of  study  in  college,  and  their  goals, 
values,  and  aspirations.  The  senior  survey  asks  stu- 
dents about  their  experiences  over  their  four  years  in 
college,  as  well  as  their  values,  hopes,  and  aspirations 
for  the  future.

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Dr.  Rodman  Robinson  Henry 

Professor  Rodman  Robinson 
Henry  taught  Art  History  at 
PMC  from  1955  to  1995.  He 
was  also  the  College’s  first  Registrar 
and  served  as  the  curator  of  vari- 
ous museum  pieces,  overseer  of  the 
textile  collection,  College  Marshall, 
director  of  the  move  from  Wellesley 
to  Chestnut  Hill,  and  author  of  more 
than  80  critical  reviews.  He  was 
also  the  holder  of  the  College’s  first 
endowed  chair  and  the  first  to  receive 
the  Kellogg  Fellowship  Award  for  dis- 
tinguished and  creative  service  to  the 
College. 

A native  of  Pittsfield,  Henry  has 
lived  in  Wellesley  for  many  years. 
He  received  his  Bachelor’s  degree 
from  American  International  College 
and  his  Master’s  and  Doctorate  from 
Boston  University.  He  did  some  addi- 
tional work  at  Harvard  University. 
In  1995,  upon  his  retirement,  he 
received  an  honorary  doctorate  from 
PMC  for  his  many  distinguished  years 
of  service. 

During  World  War  11,  Henry  was 
drafted  from  his  senior  high  school 
class  and  saw  service  with  a Ranger 
unit  in  Italy.  He  was  seriously  injured 
and  was  awarded  an  Infantry  Combat 
Medal,  a Bronze  Star,  and  a Purple 
Heart.  While  convalescing  he  gave 
public  talks  on  the  war  and  became  a 
war  bond  salesman. 


For  many  years,  Henry  also  main- 
tained a relationship  with  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  serving  first  at 
Tanglewood,  then  as  stage  manager 
for  the  student  orchestra,  and  ulti- 
mately as  assistant  manager  for  the 
symphony. 

Since  retirement,  Henry  has 
traveled  extensively,  particularly  to 
his  beloved  Italy;  he  led  six  PMC 
alumnae  tours  there  in  the  1990s. 
However,  since  2000,  his  wartime 
injuries  and  a number  of  surgeries 
have  prevented  him  from  taking  any 
extended  trips 

“As  a result  of  my  experience  dur- 
ing the  war,  1 developed  a real  love 
for  Italy,”  Henry  reported.  “My  father 
used  to  tease  me  that  my  passion  for 
the  country  was  a result  of  all  the 
Italian  blood  1 was  given  when  1 was 
injured.” 

Henry  is  a book  reviewer  for  the 
American  Library  Association’s  pub- 
lication Choice,  having  penned  more 
than  170  of  them.  He  quips  that  he’ll 
think  about  slowing  down  after  he 
has  reached  200. 

Henry  has  remained  passionate 
about  music,  having  something  play- 
ing at  least  20  hours  a day  and  often 
sleeping  with  classical  music  play- 
ing in  the  background.  He  also  has 
become  expert  in  restoring  antiques 
and  has  an  extensive  collection  that 
he  has  acquired  by  visiting  antique 
shops,  flea  markets,  and  even  town 
dumps. 

Henry  maintains  an  active  interest 
in  PMC  and  the  latest  news  from  cam- 
pus and  gets  together  regularly  with 
the  College’s  other  emeriti/ae,  usually 
for  lunch.

Professor  Mary 
Gegerias  Receives 
New  Honor  from 
French  Government 


“/  have  always  been  passionate 
about  people,  the  truth, 
integrity,  education,  honor. 
Family  and  friends  say  that 
I am  passionate  about  France 
and  particularly  Paris, 
and  I am.  ” 
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A standing-room-only  crowd  of  fac- 
Liity,  staff,  students,  and  alumnae 
A \gathered  in  the  Founder’s  Room 
on  Wednesday  evening,  November  17, 
as  French  Ambassador  Alain  Briottet, 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  French  Republic 
and  President  Jacques  Chirac,  presented 
Professor  Mary  Gegerias  with  a medal 
representing  her  promotion  to  Officer  in 
the  National  Order  of  Arts  and  Letters 
(Officier  dans  I’Ordre  National  des  Arts  et  des 
Lettres)  for  her  indefatigable  work  over 
the  past  56  years  at  PMC  on  behalf  of 
French  culture,  language,  and  literature. 

President  Nemerowicz  welcomed 
the  assembled  guests  on  behalf  of  the 
College.  Before  introducing  Ambassador 
Briottet,  Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Lane 
Chester  pointed  out  that  Gegerias  Joined 
the  PMC  faculty  in  1949,  served  as  the 
head  of  the  French  Flouse,  established 
the  PMC  exchange  program  in  Paris, 
has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  many 
distinguished  French  citizens  to  campus, 
and  is  an  honorary  citizen  of  Collias, 
France. 

After  starting  his  presentation  in 
French,  Ambassador  Briottet  spoke  in 
English,  stating  that,  “this  new  recog- 
nition given  by  the  French  government 
not  only  honors  an  eminent  professor, 
but  also  a distinguished  Bostonian  and  a 
great  friend  of  France. 

“Without  forgetting  your  Greek 
roots,  you  became  the  embodiment  of 
the  Massachusetts  ‘state  of  mind’  and 
of  its  residents’  finest  qualities:  per- 
severance, hard  work,  and  respect  for 
tradition,  coupled  with  tolerance,  open- 
mindedness,  and  curiosity  about  others

The  Hess  Gallery  at  a Glance

Fall  2004 

The  Hess  Gallery  opened  its  2004-2005  season  with 
"Constructions  and  Configurations,”  prints  and  sculptures  by 
Connecticut  artist  John  Willis.  Willis  creates  abstractions  of 
architecture-like  space  in  monotypes  and  bronze,  using  shape 
and  line,  value  and  color.  Willis  manipulates  the  artistic  ele- 
ments in  an  exploratory  way,  as  if  looking  for  all  the  possible 
answers  to  a single,  puzzling  question.  He  presents  a quietly 
authoritative  series  of  complex,  formal  arrangements  with  a 
subtle  edginess  that  slowly  works  its  way  into  the  mind  of 
the  viewer.  The  foundations  coordinator  at  the  Hartford  Art 


dialogue  of  collective  and  individual  memory  through  cultural 
artifacts  focusing  on  both  the  African-American  and  the  uni- 
versal human  experience.  The  viewer  is  invited  to  experience 
and  reflect  upon  a wide  range  of  objects,  invoking  both  the 
voices  of  our  ancestors  and  ourselves.  Frazier’s  installation 
incorporates  a variety  of  media  from  silk  window  hangings 
to  conceptualized  pieces  of  earthenware  shards”  (from  press 
release  written  collectively  by  the  Art  Exhibition  Seminar 
class).

For  the  gallery’s  second  event,  Boston  artist  Ekua  Holmes 
displayed  her  vibrant  and  colorful  cut  paper  and  mixed  media 
collages,  paintings,  and  drawings  in  a show  called  “Second 
Childhood.”  Rest,  renewal,  reflection,  and  relationships  are  the 
subjects  of  Holmes’s  work,  which  depicts  everyday  life  as  well 
as  fantasy  worlds.  Holmes  displayed  a mastery  of  many  skills 
in  her  work,  including  watercolor  and  graphite  portrait  draw- 
ings that  celebrate  the  humanity  of  the  person  depicted.  In 
addition  to  being  a talented  artist.

A new  biotechnology  lab  was  unveiled  during  the  fall  semester, 
and  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  and  Chemistry  Ujwala  Panse 
introduced  a new  biotechnology  component  into  the  depart- 
ment’s curriculum.

A Caring  Colleague

Last  November,  Betty  Wagner  retired  after  25  years  at 
PMC,  She  began  her  career  at  the  College  as  a part-time 
receptionist  in  the  “Infirmary.”  Over  the  years,  this  posi- 
tion evolved  into  that  of  a full-time  Secretary/Administrative 
Assistant.

It  wasn’t  uncommon  for  her  to  accom- 
pany a frightened  student  to  the  hospital  so  she  wouldn’t  be 
alone,  or  to  make  a trip  to  Star  Market  to  purchase  soup,  juice, 
or  the  makings  for  lunch  for  a student  resting  in  our  observa- 
tion room.  She  would  spend  hours  helping  a student  straight- 
en out  an  insurance  problem  or  deal  with  an  outstanding 
medical  bill.  Her  presence  among  us  insured  an  atmosphere 
of  caring  and  humanity  that  is  all  too  often  missing  in  today’s 
busy  world. 

Betty  and  her  husband,  Rob,  recently  moved  from  their 
longtime  home  on  Heath  Street  to  a new  home  in  Norwood, 
Mass.,  where  she  is  enjoying  spending  more  time  with  her 
family. 


Gertrude  Grandchamps  '00  Saves  a Life 

Gertrude  (Trudy)  Grandchamps,  a PMC  graduate  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Alumnae  Board,  has  been  a teacher  at  the  Child 
Study  Center  for  ten  years.  As  part  of  the  preschool’s  annual 
staff  training,  she  reviewed  first  aid,  CPR,  rescue  breathing, 
and  choke  interventions,  including  the  Heimlich  maneuver. 

Recently,  while  having  her  nails  done  at  a beauty  salon, 
Grandchamps  was  engaged  in  conversation  by  a five-year-old 
boy.  Eating  a piece  of  candy,  he  sat  down  near  her  and  contin- 
ued sporadically  chatting  with  her.  Suddenly  she  realized  that 
the  child  had  stopped  talking  to  her  and  was  turning  blue. 

Trudy  sprang  into  action.  Pulling  her  hands  from  the 
manicurist’s  grip  and  positioning  herself  behind  the  child, 
Grandchamps  applied  the  Heimlich  technique  by  pressing  her 
fist  to  the  child’s  abdomen  and  quickly  compressing.  Nothing 
happened.  By  this  time  the  other  adults  on  the  shop  had 
become  aware  of  the  emergency  and  had  begun  to  move  in 
the  child’s  direction. 


For  a second  time, 
as  she  had  learned  in 
the  CSC  training  ses- 
sions, Grandchamps 
applied  the  fisted 
Heimlich  maneuver 
to  the  child’s  abdo- 
men, and  this  time  it 
worked — the  candy 
launched  from  the 
child’s  mouth  like  a 
missile  and  popped 
right  into  the  face  of  his  shaking  mother. 

Grandchamps’s  quick  thinking  and  skillful  response  averted 
a tragedy.  Fortunately,  the  only  casualty  in  this  frightening 
episode  was  Grandchamps’s  still  wet  manicure,  which  needed 
to  be  redone!

Still  on  the  Go... 

Once  a week,  Madelene  W.  McClure  ’25  goes  shopping  for  as  many  as 
16  of  her  neighbors,  she  dines  regularly  at  the  local  restaurants,  and 
she  is  a well-known  figure  in  her  Florida  community. 

The  spry  99-year-old  (she  turns  100  in  April)  recently  renewed  her 
driver’s  license.  “I  need  my  car  to  get  around  in,  and  I passed  the  test 
with  flying  colors,”  she  reported  proudly,  “but  now  I have  to  decide 
what  to  do  when  it  expires  in  three  years.  If  I decide  to  renew  it  again. 
I’ll  have  to  buy  myself  a new  car  as  well,  or  else  I’ll  have  to  carefully 
consider  the  option  of  taking  public  transportation.” 

“I’m  glad  that  I still  drive  because  1 can  help  my  neighbors,” 
McClure  explained.  “Many  of  them  are  completely  housebound  and 
really  depend  on  me  to  get  some  of  their  necessities.” 

In  1981,  McClure  moved  into  the  John  Knox  Village  Retirement 
Community  in  Orange  City,  Florida,  a move  that  did  not  slow  her 
down  in  the  slightest.  She  quickly  joined  the  community’s  board  of 
directors,  volunteered  at  the  local  hospital,  and  became  the  board 
representative  for  the  16  residents  who  live  on  her  floor. 

“I’m  sort  of  a den  mother,  really,”  McClure  said.  “1  try  to  solve  the 
residents’  problems,  get  answers  to  their  questions,  and  help  out  in 
any  way  that  I can.  During  the  three  hurricanes  that  hit  us  this  sea- 
son, I sheltered  four  people  in  my  apartment  when  their  own  homes 
began  to  leak.” 

McClure  was  born  in  New  York  City,  where  she  attended  a private 
academy.  After  graduation,  she  wanted  to  go  to  Vassar  College  with 
most  of  her  friends,  but  Vassar  didn’t  offer  a music  program  that  met 
her  needs. 

After  an  interview  with  Miss  Flelen  Temple  Cooke,  she  decided 
that  Pine  Manor  was  the  place  for  her.  “In  those  days.  Miss  Cooke 
met  with  every  candidate  and  her  family  and  took  pains  to  explain 
the  program  and  what  was  expected.  Miss  Cooke  was  forthright  and 
emphasized  ‘no  lipstick,  no  makeup,  and  no  low-cut  dresses!’-but  she 
was  great,  and  1 got  to  spend  a year  living  in  her  house.” 

“Pine  Manor  then  was  really  a sort  of  a finishing  school,  and  I loved 
it,”  McClure  recalled.  “My  classmates  came  from  all  over,  including 
Flawaii,  England,  and  the  Continent.  Everyone  got  along  well,  and  we 
had  very  happy  times.” 

Participating  in  a program  co-sponsored  by  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  McClure  earned  an  AA  degree  in  music.  After 
graduation  she  lived  with  her  grandmother  in  Boston,  and  continued 
her  education  at  the  Conservatory,  earning  both  a Bachelor’s  and 
Master’s  degree  in  music  and  voice. 

While  working  in  the  rare  book  division  of  Scribner’s  in  New  York 
City,  she  continued  her  music  as  an  accompanist  to  many  notable 
radio  stars.  During  World  War  11,  McClure  worked  at  the  Interallied 
Information  Center  and  helped  set  up  speaking  tours  for  government 
representatives  who  talked  about  what  was  going  on  in  Europe. 

After  the  war,  she  worked  at  a music  publishing  house  co-owned 
by  singer  Perry  Como,  for  whom  she  often  played.  She  reviewed  new

scores  and  manuscripts  and  decided  which  of  them 
showed  promise. 

Later  she  served  as  the  assistant  to  the  director  of 
a hospital  in  Summit,  New  jersey,  before  retiring  to  St. 
Croix.  “My  retirement  lasted  two  months,”  McClure 
recalled.  “1  got  bored  so  1 went  to  work  for  a doctor  who 
was  setting  up  his  own  clinic.  Eventually  I became  the 
chief  of  operations  and  was  responsible  for  everything 
from  scheduling  to  billing.” 

Married  late  and  then  widowed  for  many  years, 
McClure  said  that  she  has  had  an  interesting  life.  “I  have 
always  tried  to  help  out  wherever  I could,  primarily 
with  children,  orphans,  and  people  with  physical  dis- 
abilities.” 

“I  have  been  privileged,”  McClure  emphasized,  “and  I 
have  enjoyed  many  things  without  really  having  to  work 
for  them.  As  a result,  1 try  to  share  my  good  fortune. 
That  is  why  1 have  set  up  a scholarship  at  PMC.  1 want 
deserving  young  women  to  be  able  to  have  the  same 
advantages  that  1 had.”

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President  Ferry  Memorial 

Family  members,  administrators,  faculty,  and  alumnae 
gathered  in  the  Presidents’  Dining  Room  on  November 
6,  2004,  to  celebrate  the  life  and  accomplishments  of 
President  Emeritus  Frederick  Carlos  Ferry,  Jr.,  who  served  the 
College  for  18  years,  presiding  over  its  move  from  Wellesley 
to  the  Chestnut  Hill  campus  and  its  establishment  as  an  inde- 
pendent educational  institution. 

President  Nemerowicz  welcomed  the  assembled  guests  and 
shared  some  of  her  own  reflections  on  President  Ferry  and 
his  impact  on  the  College.  “PMC  was  Carl  Ferry’s  life  work," 
President  Nemerowicz  recalled.  “He  set  the  bar  for  academic 
excellence  and  for  the  quality  of  student  life  on  campus.  He 
was  gracious  to  me  when  1 first  came  to  PMC,  he  was  always 
there  when  1 needed  him,  and  his  sound  advice  and  sense 
of  humor  never  failed.  He  touched  thousands  of  individual 
lives.” 

Professor  Mary  Gegerias  recalled  President  Ferry’s  unflag- 
ging support  for  the  languages  and  his  building  of  the  first 
language  lab  in  the  College’s  history.  She  also  reminisced 
about  his  nightly  walks  around  the  campus  accompanied  by 
his  dogs. 

Alumna  Joyce  Greenwald  ’65  recalled  that  she  was  part  of  the 
last  class  that  lived  on  the  Wellesley  campus.  “1  couldn’t  wait 
to  see  the  new  site,”  she  said,  “and  after  graduation  1 made 
a point  of  visiting.  President  Ferry  could  not  have  been  nicer. 
He  gave  me  a grand  tour  of  the  grounds  in  his  golf  cart  and 
showed  me  all  of  the  buildings  and  residence  halls.  He  was 
a paternal  figure  to  students  and  took  a personal  interest  in 
all  of  us.” 

Others  shared  their  memories  and  talked  about  President 
Ferry  as  an  avid  outdoorsman,  hockey  player,  and  fisherman. 
Several  commented  on  his  skills  as  a tireless  and  eternally 
optimistic  administrator,  and  many  remarked  on  his  sense  of 
fun.

r.  Pauline  “Polly”  Tompkins  ’38 
died  peacefully  in  Edgecomb, 
Maine,  on  November  19,  2004,  at 
the  age  of  86.  She  was  an  influ- 
ential leader  in  U.S.  and  international  higher  education,  a 
pioneer  in  higher  education  for  women,  and  a dedicated  sup- 
porter of  Pine  Manor  College.  Her  many  contributions  to  PMC 
included  service  as  a trustee  from  1950  to  1974. 

A native  of  Rhinelander,  Wisconsin,  Tompkins  graduated  from 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College  in  1938  and  received  a BA  from 
Mount  Holyoke  in  1941.  She  was  the  first  woman  to  gradu- 
ate from  the  Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy  at  Tufts 
University,  earning  MA  (1942)  and  PhD  (1948)  degrees.  Her 
doctoral  dissertation,  “American-Russian  Relations  in  the  Far 
East,”  was  published  by  MacMillan  in  1949. 

In  1959,  Tompkins  was  named  the  first  woman  president  of 
Cedar  Crest  College  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania,  and  that  same 
year  was  named  general  director  of  the  American  Association 
of  University  Women  (AAUW)  and  its  foundation,  where  she 
served  for  eight  years.

Tompkins  was  a member  of  the  board  and  vice  chair  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education,  a member  of  the  board  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching, 
and  chair  of  the  board  from  1974  to  1976.  She  traveled  exten- 
sively and  was  involved  in  the  anti-apartheid  struggle  in  South 
Africa,  where  she  was  given  the  honorary  title  “mother  of  the 
struggle.” 


In  1964,  President  Lyndon  Johnson  appointed  her  to 
the  United  States  Advisory  Commission  on  International 
Education  and  Cultural  Affairs.  Tompkins  also  served  on  the 
Committee  for  Education  of  the  Presidential  Commission  on 
the  Status  of  Women. 


Tompkins  lived  independently  on  her  Edgecomb  farm, 
“Singing  Meadows,”  which  was  the  center  of  family  activi- 
ties and  reunions.  She  bequeathed  part  of  the  farm  to  the 
Boothbay  Region  Land  Trust. 


At  a memorial  service  held  by  Tompkins’s  family  at  PMC  on 
December  4,  2004,  President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  said,  “Polly’s 
life  was  a testimony  to  her  intellect,  her  compassion,  and  her 
dedication  to  the  education  of  women.  She  often  spoke  of 
her  intellectual  awakening  at  Pine  Manor  and  how  grateful 
she  was  that  this  College  existed  for  her  and  for  future  gen- 
erations.” A second  service  will  be  held  in  the  fall  of  2005,  in 
Edgecomb.

museum  was  closed  to  the  general  public. 

As  president,  Rafferty  will  be  responsible  for  the  museum’s  admin- 
istration, including  development  and  membership,  technology  and 
information  services,  human  resources,  merchandising,  communica- 
tions, government  relations,  legal  affairs,  finance,  and  facilities  man- 
agement. She  will  oversee  2,000  full-  and  part-time  employees,  and 
she  will  supervise  a SI  55-million  remodeling  project,  which  includes 
the  creation  of  a Grand  Roman  Court  and  Islamic  galleries. 

A native  of  New  York  City,  Rafferty  received  her  Associate’s 
Degree  from  PMC  in  1969  and  her  BA  degree  cum  laude  from  Boston 
University  in  1971.  She  began  her  professional  career  that  same 
year  as  an  arts  and  philanthropy  assistant  to  David  Rockefeller,  Jr., 
in  Boston.  From  1973  to  1975,  she  served  as  the  deputy  director  of 
education  at  Boston’s  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art. 

Rafferty  is  affiliated  with  a number  of  arts  and  inter-museum 
organizations,  including  Art  Table,  the  Association  of  Fundraising 
Professionals,  Women  in  Financial  Development,  the  American 
Association  of  Museums,  and  Independent  Sector.  She  is  a lifelong 
honorary  trustee  of  the  Convent  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  served  on  the 
board  of  the  Independent  School  Chairmen  Association  and  the  Blue 
Ribbon  Committee  of  the  American  Cancer  Society  Foundation,  and 
was  president  of  the  Blue  Hill  Troupe,  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Repertory 
Theatre  in  1998-1999. 

Rafferty  is  married  to  John  Rafferty,  an  audit  partner  at  Ernst  and 
Young,  and  they  have  two  children:  Nicholas,  who  recently  graduated 
from  Trinity  College,  and  Sara,  a student  at  New  York  University.

and  screen  painting  to  pattern  design  are  culled  from  history  books 
and  layered  on  panels.  These  naturalistic  pictures  are  remade  in  craft 
store  materials  such  as  beads,  foam,  string,  and  sand.  This  body  of 
work  balances  painterly  abstraction  with  contemporary  material  cul- 
ture as  it  presents  a singular  vision  of  the  natural  world."  Williamson 
“incorporates  hand-printed  textures  of  the  orange  construction 
fences  that  seem  to  surround  construction  sites  these  days,  pieces  of 
scrap  fabric,  and  hand-stamped  shapes  to  created  collages  in  fabric. 
All  of  my  quilts  are  whole  cloth  quilts  and  are  machine  appliqued  and 
machine  quilted.  I am  working  to  combine  the  grids  of  the  construc- 
tion fence  with  other  building  textures  and  repeats,  or  with  nature 
that  grows  around  the  construction.” 

Culminating  the  Hess  Gallery’s  colorful  year  will  be  the  annual 
Senior  Thesis  Exhibition,  on  view  from  May  6 through  Commencement, 
May  15,  and  featuring  the  work  of  our  senior  Visual  Arts  majors.  The 
students’  work  will  offer  a variety  of  mediums  as  each  artist  explores 
a personal  interest,  from  photography  to  painting  to  graphic  design. 
The  students  are  responsible  for  conceptualizing  their  work,  creating 
a body  of  work  that  explores  a particular  area  in  depth,  designing  the 
announcement  cards,  and  installing  the  exhibition.
